Ridge, A, H. Dyck of Borden, Paul 
Kernaleguen of’ St. Brieux and 
Charles Harlton and son of Belle 
Plaine, 


In making.the choice of. animals, 
Dr. Curtis said he selected stock 
with as muoh advanced registry 
test records as possible, because 
Mr. Henry was interested in secur- 
ing high quality A.R. tested stock 
for the establishment of his breed- 
ing herd, 


The boar in the shipment which 
came from the Kernaleguen herd, 
had a pedigree with nine out of 
14 ancestral parents having A.R.

this year will be about $650,000.
